Clothes of Miss Helen Hill Ate Destroyed by Blaze But 


She Escapes Practically Unhurt Due to the Bravery 
of Miss Elizabeth Caldwell and Miss Jessie 
Muse—Miss Caldwell Is Painfully Burned. 


After being wrapped in flames that 
burned away all of her clothing, Miss 
Helen Hill, a pupil of the first grade 
of the Girls’ High school, was yesterday 
morning saved from a terrible death 
by the heroic work of her teacher and 
the principal of the school, who were 
both painfully injured, — 

The accident occurred at the Girls’ 
High school, on Washington street, 
about 10 o'clock and was caused by the 
girl’s dress becoming ignited from an 
open gas stove. 

The building, which is poorly heated. 
has been furnished with a number of 
gas stoves, some of which have no 
screens, Miss Hill had just entered 
the classroom after a short recess, and 
stood before the stove to warm. Her 
skirt: was wafted into the open stove 
and came in contact with the flames.

BULGARIANS REPULSED 


BY ALLIED TROOPS. 


An Athens dispatch gives a report 
of an encounter between Bulgarians 
and entente allied detachmente at the 
junction of the Greek-Serbian-Bulga- 
rian frontiers, in which the entente al- 
lies repulsed the Bulgarians. 

News is lacking concerning the op- 
erations in the Caucasus and in Meso- 
potamia.

SAW ZEPPELIN SINKING 
AND LEFT CREW TO FATE. 


Grimsby, February 8.—Skipper Wil- 
liam Martin, of the trawler King Steph- 
en, who has arrived here, reports that 
early Wednesday morning in the North 
sea‘ he saw the Zeppelin L-19 with her 
boats and a portion of her envelope 
submerged. He noticed from seventeen 
to twenty members of the crew cling- 
ing to the envelope. 

They asked to be taken off, vit as 
the men on the Zeppelin outnumbered 
the trawler’s crew, the skipper declined 
to accede to the request. Instead he 
came straight into Grimsby and report- 
ed the matter to the admiralty authori- 
ties. 


London, February 5 fishing traw- 
ler reported today to the naval author- 
ities that she had seen a German Zep- 
pelin in the North sea ina sinking con- 
dition, it was stated in an official an- 
nouncement given out this evening. 

According to a story current tonight, 
which, however, cannot yet be con- 
firmed, all the crew of the Zeppelin 
probably were drowned. It seems that 
the trawler found so many men cling- 
ing to the Zeppelin that.she made no 
effort at rescue and left them to their 
fate.

A Reuter dispatch from Amsterdam 
yesterday reported that the coast guard 
on the Dutch Island of Ameland, in the 
North sea, sighted a Zeppelin, which 
was flying low, probably having lost 
her bearings in the fog.

government. 


Many Changes Made. 

Plans were changed every hour dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening, but the 
embassy’s authority prevailed finally, 
and a special boat was provided to 
take the Appam’s crew of 155 to Nor- 
folk to await the sailing of a steamer 
for New York tomorrow night. In the 
meantime the 114 passengers and the 
136 British seamen captured while the 
other seven ships taken by the raider 
Ponga or Moewe had been transferred 
ashore by steamers. Five of the sea- 
men, one Englishman, and four.lascars 
of the crew of the Clan MacTavish, all 
suffering from several wounds, were 
removed to a local hospital.

olk. An Old Dominion liner was be- 
ing held at her dock to take them to 
New York.

The British government is caring for 
all passengers and crews of the cap- 
tured freighter and will send them on 
to England aboard the first available 
ship.

It refers to a 50 per cent dividend de- 
clared by the Standard Oil company, 
of California, January 22, 1916, and a 
100 per cent dividend by the Imperial 
Oil company, Limited, of Canada. 

“The consumer of gasoline,“ says the 
report, pays a price which in case of 
companies controlling the larger stocks 
of crude oil, is not necessarily deter- 
mined by the price paid to the pro- 
ducer for the oil from which the gaso- 
line is obtained. The smaller refiners, 
on the contrary, less favored with 
transportation and storage facilities 
and ready capital, may be so depend- 
ent for crude oll upon the current mar- 
ket that their cost of gasoline pro- 
duction is directly related to the cur- 
rent price of crude oil, if indeed they 
do not have to pay a premium en- 
ever a shortage is threatened. This ad- 
vantage of larger pronts to the stronger 
cothpanies is perhaps inherent in the 
competitive system and must be recog- 
nized in any analysis of costs.” 

The report says the increase in con- 
sumption of gasoline in the United 
States in 1915 was 25 per cent over 
1914, and estimates that there will be 
a corresponding increase in 1916. 

The production in 1915 increased 20 
per cent over 1914.

It is quite natural that Colombia pro- 
foundly regrets the loss of the Isthmus 
of Panama.

“As far as the indemnity is concern- 
ed, the $25,000,000 offered in the treaty 
does not cover even the tenth part of 
the damage done to Colombia, taking 
into account only the actual value of 
the isthmus, the value of the Panama 
railroad, which belongs to Colombia, 
the annuity from the canal, etc. Neither 
do the $25,000,000 begin to cover half 
the dues from which the United States 
was exempted during many years by 
the freedom of transit across the isth- 
mus, which freedom of transit was 
conceded by Colombia to the United 
States as payment for the guarantee 
of her rights of sqvereignty and. prop- 
erty over the Isthmus of Panama, This 
is clearly set forth in article 35 pf the 
treaty of 1848.

Hard-Working Committee. 

Speaker Clark said more bills were 
referred to this committee than any 
other; that it was one of the hardest 
working committees of the house, and 
put through more legislation than al- 
most any other committee. He cordial- 
ly approved the creation of a new com- 
mittee to consider measures which 
would ordinarily be referred either 
to Adamson’s committee or the commit- ! 
tee on rivers and harbors in order to, 
reli¢ve those committees. 

Representative Carl Vinson, 
tenth district, is being supported by 
the Georgia delegation for membership 
on the new committee. He will be 
urged by Representative Crisp, who is. 
a member of the gemmittee on commit- | 
tees, and has excellent chances of suc- 
cess. 

If Mr. Vinson becomes a member he 
will be in an advantageous position to 
get action to protect Augusta from 
damage by floods. 

To Investigate Flood Control. 

The new committee is expected to 
make a painstaking, scientific investi- 
gation of the whole subject of flood 
control, vitalizing a movement that has 
been agitated in congress for several 
years for co-ordination of forces that 
have had to do with internal water- 
ways, floods and kindred subjects. 
There is pending in the senate a bill 
by Senator Newlands to create a water- 
ways commission and a board of river 
regulation to promote commerce by de- 
velopment and improvement of water- 
ways. 

While the action of the house today 
does not provide directly for any I. 
comprehensive scheme, senators and 
representatives agree that it opens the 
way for an official study, of the water- 
way problem of the country that may 
lead to a general reorganization of the/ 
system of regulations and improve- 
ment. Representative Meeker, of Mis- 
souri, declared during the debate that 
creation of the committee would be the 
beginning of the greatest internal im- 
provement ever undertaken by the na- 
tion. 

„Whether we may procufe flood con- 
trol by the construction of reservoirs, 
or by side canals, or in any other way, 
I do not know,” said Speaker Clark, 
‘but I do know that last year there 
was destroyed by floods in Kansas, 
Missouri, lllin$is and Iowa alone $100,- 
000,000 worth, and I judge enough in 
the United States to pay the entire na- 
tional debt. If it can be stopped this 
committee should find out how to do it: 
The scheme is broader than the im- 

provement of the Mississippi. It applies 
te all other rivers as wel IL” 


To Handle Drainage Bills.

GEORGIA’S AWAKENING. 
There is nothing the matter with public 
sentiment in Georgia as regards lynchings 
and mob law. Georgia’ s mind and Georgia's

heart are both on the right side. The trou- 


ble has been that Georgia’s conscience has 
been asleep; somebody had to touch the 
nerve to awaken’ it. When the nerve was 
touched—when the situation is put before 
the people in all its terrible and its threaten- 
ing asfects—they. see it in the true light, 
and they are at last aroused from their 
lethargy. 

It could not be questioned that when talk 
of federal intervention became strong 
enough to reach the point of threatening, 
even almost the point of action through the 
department of justice in planning to take 
a citizen of Georgia to another state for 
trial, that public sentiment would be aroused: 
and aroused deeply. 

Georgia’s awakening has come even more 
quickly than anticipated. The public senti- 
ment so far aroused against the continued 
degradation of the state through mob law 
and mob assassination: has been nothing 
short of wonderful. Georgia’s awakening 
means that Georgia must and will clear her 
skirts of lawlessnes and in future present 
a clean and orderly record to the world. 

Deep gratification will be prompted every- 
where on the part of good and conservative 
Georgians over the sweeping declaration of 
Governor Nat E. Harris, of his purpose to 
work with the legislature to bring an end 
to lynching.

That Atlanta en been selected as 
the headquartérs of the Centralia 
Creamery company, which will spend 
the sum of $100,000 here within the 


near future in the construction of one 
of the south's largest creameries, was 


the announcement authorized yester- 
day by O. Rognan Lee, who is a guest 
at the Piedmont. 

Mr. Lee is the president and general 
manager of the oon which has its 
headquarters’ now ‘at Centralia, Illinois, 
where also is located its central plant. 
Other plants are at’ Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, and Paducah, Kentucky. The es- 


' tablishment of the big plant at Atlanta 


and the removal of the headquarters 
to this city will not interfere in any 
Way with the work of the plants at 
the three cities named. 

The establishment of the creamery 
will mean much to this state in many 
ways. It will furnish a ready market 
for the butter fat produced by Geor- 
gia farmers and dairymen within a ra- 
dius of 150 miles of Atlanta. It is the 
hope of the president of the concern 
to supply to Georgia people a large 
portion of their butter, it being stated 


that at the present time 18,000,000 
pounds are being shipped into Atlanta 
each year. ‘ 8 


Headquarters at Chamber. 

Mr. Lee has been in correspondence 
with the industrial department of the 
chamber of commerce for some time 
past, and he will maintain headquar- 
ters there until he secures a location 
for his creamery. He-stated Thursday 
that he will acquire temporary quar- 


‘ters in order that the business may

de started by the spring. He plans the 
erection of a plant within the next 18 
months. 

The creamery is expected to be of 
vast benefit to the farmers of this sec- 
tion in that a cash market will be pro- 
vided for cream. The livestock indus- 
try will be encouraged much to the 
good of Georgia in that it is essential 
to the maintenance of the soil. An ed- 
ucational campaign will be waged 
among the farmers who are not now 
producing cream for the market with a 
vlew of ‘convincing them of the ad- 
vantages which will accrue to them 
through the establishment of the 
creamery if they will buy cattle. 

Railroad systems will co-operate 
with the management of the creamery 
in developing the dairy and livestock 
industry in this and surrounding states 
and in marketing the products of the 
areamery. The institution is expected 
to be of great benefit to Georgia from 
an industrial as well as a development 
standpoint. Mr. Lee is a graduate of 
Copenhagen University, Denmark, and 
has given many years to the study of 
the business in which he is engaged at 
the present time. He declares that he 
ig pleased with the prospects of bring- 
ing. his headquarters to this city, At- 
lanta being selected by reason of its 
accessibility, its prominence as a com- 
mercial, center and its proximity to im- 
portant markets and sources of cream 
supplies. 


Gibson Visits Atlanta. 


Accompanying the president of the 
cempany to Atlanta was Joseph Gibson, 
of New York, a cream and butter ex- 
pert, who left immediately after the 
announcement of Mr. Lee’s decision to 
come here. He was brought here in 
order that he might make a study of 
conditions so as to prepare a report 
dealing with the livestock industry in 
Georgia, the development of which, 
naturally? is of vast 8 to the 
welfare of the creamer 

Dealing with the ibi ent of 
the creamery. Thursday night, Mr. 
Gibson declared that it will do more 
to give an impetus to cattle raising 
than any movement of recent years. 
With the cB-operation of the state and 
national governments, the railroads 
and the commercial organizations, he 
peléeves that the production of cream 
will be vastly increased at an early 
date. 

An idea of the scope of the business 
to be conducted here is obtained from 
the statement that the plant at Cen- 
tralia turns out 1,000,000 pounds of 
butter each year. No credit business 
is done by the concern, all transac- 
tions being ‘cash.

DISCUSSING PLAYS THAT CONFLICT AND CONFUSE 


Up to a few years ago, one of the 
requisites of a coacher at third base 
was ability to tackle well. College 


nvariably given preference when 4&4 
coacher was sent to the third base lines, 
It was a habit, almost a duty, with the 
coacher at third to stop in any manner 
the base runner from continuing to 
the plate, provided the coacher figured 
he had no chance to score. The safe 
and sane way was to wig Wag with the 
arms, letting the runner know whether 
he should continue to the plate or pull 
up at third. With some players such 
a system worked fine, with others it 
was always necessary to use far rough- 
er methods. 


There are some players who actually 
run wild when they get on the bases. 
They pay little or no attention to the 
coacher. With such players the wig- 
wagging of the arms is not a very suc- 
cessful system. In a good many cases 
it was necessary for the coacher to 
either grab or tackle the runner in 
rounding third, stop his ne 68° 
often push him back to third, Coachers, 
by such tactics, very often saved the 
runner from being thrown out a mile 
at the plate. This system of stopping 
runners who would have surely been 
thrown out had they been allowed to 
use their own jud ent, failed to meet 
with the approval of the spectators. 
They couldn't see the nécessity of in- 
ecting football methods into baseball.

This the batsman did, and un- 
der one rule he is entitled to score & 
run, while the other rule ‘retires him 
hecause of the coachers’ infraction. 


President Johnson, of the American 
league, has his umpires piace an in- 
terpretation on this rule that I believe 
is a very satisfactory one. Mr. Johnson 
says the rule was made to cover situa- 
tions that I believe is a very satisfac- 
tory one.

In the American 1855 if a batter hits 
for a triple, des b into third, 
gets up on his feet and is in the act 
of brushing off his clothes, when the 
coacher comes over either to assist in 
the dusting off process or to congratu- 
late him by a pat on the back or by a 
shake of the hand, no action is taken 
on the pray by the umpire. When a 
ball is hit over the fence or into the 
stands at a regulation distance from 
the plate no attention is paid to the 
actions of the coacher. The hitting of 
the ball over the fence has put it where 
no play is possible; the rules entitle 
the batter to a home run. In such cases 
Mr. Johnson puts it up to his umpires 
to use the rule of common sense and 
fair play. He wants no runner declared 
out when no play is possible. Practi- 
cally all other leagues interpret the 
rule to the letter.

While General Wood thought that 
the proposed military highway, sug- 
gested by Congressman Carl Vinson, 
of Georgia, would be a good thing, 
he was opinion that a 
military paralleling the 
coast would much preferable. 

“A good highway,” he said, “running 
along the coast would be of infinitely 
more value in case of war, so that 
troops and supplies could readily be 
transported from point to point as they 
might be needed for defensive pur- 
poses.“ 

Stating that he was not in position 
to say positively, he was reasonably 
sure that any movement started among 
the seaboard states for such a highway 
would ultimately receive federal aid 
for the project. 

General Wood recently wrote to Gov- 
ernor Harris and the governors of South 
Carolina and Florida asking for infor- 
mation concerning highways which 
would be serviceable in the movement 
of troops and supplies as suggested in 
his statement of yesterday afternoon. 
He also asked for maps and other data 
on this point. 


Favors Highways. 


General Wood stated Thursday that 
he believed the states that had not done 
so should. make whatever provisions 
possible for the establishment of such 
highways. In his letter he urged that 
the Georgia legislature and the legisla- 
tures of other states to whose gover- 
nors he has written should take the 
matter and consider it seriously. 

General Wood was met at the train 
Thursday afternoon by Lieutenant 
Creed Cox, of the United States army, 
who is now detailed with the Georgia 
military department. There was also 
several other officials and citizens at 
the train.
